Working in cooperation with 
Gov ernor 
Harry G. 
Leslie’s 
drought relief committee, the 
maintenance div ision of the state 
road department employ ed men 
and teams whenev er and wher­ 
ev er grading and dragging work 
could be done. Due to the open 
winter this -made-work” pro­ 
gram was of material financial 
aid to the heads of hundreds of 
families in southern Indiana. 
The figures were made public 
today by J ohn J . Brown, state 
highway director, on receipt of a 
report from A. H. Hinkle, main­ 
tenance superintendent, on what 
is being done by the department 
toward reliev ing the distressed 
conditions in sev eral southern 
Indiana counties. The ex tra labor 
and teams were in addition to 
regular forces employ ed by the 
commission. Brown said, and in 
each tase of relief employ ment, 
the commission engaged only 
men actually needy of work as 
certified by the drought relief 
committee. 
Highway relief work was pros­ 
ecuted most v igorously in Harri­ 
son, Washington. Ripley . Dear­ 
born, Sulliv an, Greene, Warrick 
and Spencer counties, where op­ 
portunities 
wore 
greatest 
for 
grading and conditioning un­ 
pav ed roads with hand labor. 
C. W. McClain, Sey mour dis­ 
trict maintenance engineer, re­ 
ported he employ s approx imately 
25 0 men and 75 teams, with the 
work, div ided into sev eral pro­ 
jects.

A COURT DOCKET 
Lo ndo n’s Old Bailey co u rt, serv ing the largest 
metro p o litan district in the world, with a p o p u la­ 
tio n of o v er fiv e millo n, nev er has a crowded 
criminal do cket. 
A few weeks ago the do cket 
showed o nly 3 0 cases p ending. 
Su ch a state of affairs may well ex cite the ad­ 
miratio n of Americans who are du cking into cy ­ 
clone cellars to -escap e the force of the well- 
kno wn “crime wav e.” 
How does this state of affairs come ab o u t in 
England? First of all, o f cou rse, there is an ex ­ 
tremely co mp etent emp lo y ment of p olice au tho r­ 
ity . Second, to b e su re, there is rap idity of co u rt 
p ro cedu re in Britain. Bu t that isn t all. 
The rank and file of Englishmen, whatev er 
may b e their temp o rary circu mstances, hav e an 
inherent resp ect fo r the law. 
And British law 
is taken b y and large, eminently reaso nab le. 
Britain is no t face to face with the p ro b lem of 
the alien gu nman, who has taken enco u ragement 
fro m the o p p o rtu nities offered, ev en at high haz­ 
ard, to -racketeer” u nder a law which has no t 
the ap p ro v al of any su b stantial majo rity of the 
nativ e-b o rn.

The activ i­ 
ties of the Federal Go v ernment b egan to grow 
at the b eginning of the last centu ry thro u gh an 
ex p anding co mmerce and sp read of p o p u latio n 
westward, and the Federal Go v ernment felt the 
necessity of hav ing su b agencies where v o u chers 
drawn u p o n the United States Treasu ry cou ld b e 
p aid. In the first instance the Treasu ry was a 
Go v ernment b ank and made all transactio ns 
direct. 
Ex p erience dictated that o rderly and eco no mi­ 
cal transactio ns of the Go v ernment’s fiscal af­ 
fairs req u ired the maintenance of dep o sits of 
Go v ernment fu nds at b anks at all p o ints where 


IF A FARM PROSPERS? 
If a farmer b ecomes p ro sp ero u s, what hap p ens 
to the mo ney he makes? 
This q u estio n is an­ 
swered b y fo rmer Secretary of Agricu ltu re W. M 
Jardine. 
The city gets it in the end, he say s. 
On the face o f things it ap p ears that ev ery ­ 
thing else wou ld take care of itself if the farmer 
is giv en mo re mo ney and allowed to sp end it as 
he wants, Jardine co ntinu es. 
Bu t ex p erience 
p ro v es that this is no t necessarily tru e. 
Many 
families, relativ ely p ro sp ero u s, mov e to to wn to 
get the b enefits of the city ’s standard o f life, 
Jardine say s. The p ro sp ero u s farmer either sells 
his farm o r p laces a tenant in charge. 
In the latter case, the farm mu st su p p o rt two 
families. The new man has his fo rtu ne to make 
o u t of the soil. The owner sp ends his income on 
things that dep riv e his farm co mmu nity no t only 
of his money b u t his intelligent directio n. Ev en 
tho u gh the o wner retains directio n o f his farm, 
his income is sp ent in the town. If he sells it 
o u tright, his wealth goes into sto cks and b onds, 
which enrich the cities. Ev en if he stay s o n the 
farm, his su rp lu s wealth goes into secu rities that 
u p b u ild the cities. 
The p erennial loss of su rp lu s wealth fro m the 
co u ntry is one of the o u tstanding cau ses o f a 
b arren co u ntry life. It is slow to accu mu late, b u t 
su rp lu s wealth can do a great deal if it is widely 
u tilized. It sho u ld b e the means o f making the 
farm ho me a desirab le p lace to liv e, Jardine de­ 
clares.

London's Old Bailey court, serving the largest 


metropolitan district in the world, with a popula- 
tion of over five toillon, never has a crowded 
criminal docket. A few weeks ago the docket 
showed only 30 cases pending. 


Such a state of affairs may wefi excite the ad- 


miration of Americans who are ducking into cy- 
clone cellars to-escape the force of the well- 
known "crime wave." 


How does this state of affairs come 'about in 


England? First of all, of course, there is an ex- 
tremely competent employment of police author- 
ity. Second, to be sure, there is rapidity of court 
procedure in Britain. But that isn't all. 


The rank and file of Englishmen, whatever 


may be their temporary circumstances, have an 
inherent respect for the law. And British law 
is taken by and large, eminently reasonable. 


Britain is not face to face with the problem of 


the alien gunman, who has taken encouragement 
from the opportunities offered, even at high haz- 
ard, to -racketeer" under a law which has not 
the approval of any substantial majority of the 
native-born. 


the receipts or disbursements'of the Government 
were sufficiently large to justify such action. Ac- 
cordingly, deposits of Government funds are 
maintained with Federal Reserve banks arid their 
"branches, special depositaries, foreign deposita- 
ries, national bank depositaries and depositaries 
in the insular possessions of the 'Utiited States 
There are nearly 900 depositaries and they hold 
approximately a quarter of a billion dollars. 


MONEtf IN BANKS 


Years ago the government did not trust its 


money in banks. Postmasters used to remit by 
sending money in registered letters. The activi- 
ties of the Federal <jovernment began to grow 
at the beginning of the last century through an 
expanding commerce and spread of population 
westward, and the Federal Government felt the 
necessity of having subagencies where vouchers 
drawn upon the United States Treasury could be 
paid. In the first instance the Treasury was a 
Government bank and made all transactions 
direct. 


Experience dictated that orderly and economi- 


cal transactions of the Government's fiscal af- 
fairs required the maintenance of deposits of 
Government funds at banks at all points where 


IF A FARM PROSPERS? 


If a farmer becomes prosperous, what happens 


to the money he makes? This question is an- 
swered by former Secretary of Agriculture W. M 
Jardine. 


The city gets it in the end, he says. 
On the face of things it appears that every- 


thing else would take care of itself if the farmer 
is given more money and allowed to spend it as 
he wants, Jardine continues. 
But experience 


proves that this is not necessarily true. Many 
families, relatively prosperous, move to town to 
get the benefits of the city's standard of life 
Jardine says. The prosperous farmer either sells 
his farm or places a tenant in charge. 


In the latter case, the farm must support two 


famines. The new man has his fortune to make 
out of the soil. The owner spends his income on 
things that deprive his farm community not only 
of his money but his intelligent direction. Even 
though the owner retains direction of his farm 
his income is spent in the 'town. If he sells it 
outright, his wealth goes into stocks and bonds 
which enrich 'the cities. Even if he stays on the 
farm, his surplus wealth goes into -securities that 
upbuild the cities. 


The perennial loss of surplus wealth from the 


country is one of the outstanding causes of a 
barren country life. It is slow to accumulate, but 
surplus wealth can do a great deal if it is widely 
utilized. It should be the means of making the 
farm home a desirable place to live, Jardine de- 
clares.
